A. Yes, the Notion of thole Athiefts are far 
more Ridiculous, who believe the Soul Dics with 
the Body. For thete Poor Creatures by the dim 
light of Nature, beiteve the Soul endowd with 
Immortality, and Subject to furore Rewards and 
Punifhments, fince they believe that the Souls of 
People, according to their weil or il Living = thail 
poffefs after this Life ot Probation, more noble or 
more ignoble Forms. Such Nouons, what abiur 
dities (gq ever aré ! Mx’ vith them, come nearer ro 
the crue Nature ot a Soul, than ‘hes who think 
ic Subject t4Diffd-urion, for which we coud give 
unconiroverrible Reafons, bur the pieteat Quettion 
does not require it. 

Q. Gen:lemen, Pict w the Roifin that in every 
Eciipfe of the Min, before the Moon tucnes the Sha- 
dow of the Karth, tvere # to be feen a kind of 
Smoke that infenjiby Jpreads itfelf over its Body, and 
fometimes precedes tie real fhad.w a Quarter of 
Hour. As the Ecispfe approaches, tn& Smoxe in- 
creafes, and grows at last fo thick that 1 % hard to 
diftinguiflo it from the real fhadow, either ae the 
Moons immerfion or Emerfion. 

A. The Reafon of this Phenomenon, has been 
but lately difcovered by Aftronomers. For it was 
formerly thoughr that a Lunar Eclipfe was canted 
by the Moon’s being piunged into the real fhadow 
of the Terreftriai Giobe, and that the Penuinbra is 
cauled by the Rays of the Sun, being partly inter- 
cepted near the Cone of the Barth’s thadow. But 
upon a,nicer Scrutiny it 1s found that the Earths 
fhadow does really never reach fo far as the Moon, 
and therefore cannot be the Canute of irs Fcliple, 
For the Earths fhadow never reaches farther than 
g0co0o Sea-Leagues, fuppofing the Earth's Dia. 
meter to be 1146 fuch Leagues ; whereas the 
Moon even in her Perigeum is above 57000 
] eavues diftant from the Earth. For the Earth's 
fhadow is very much fhuriened by Reaton of the 
Lefraction of the Rays of Light in their Paffage 
thro’ the Atmoiphere. But the Armofphere itlelf 
heing very gros in refpect of the pure Ethereal 
Air, and fo partly hindering the Rays of Light 
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10 Penetrate it, there is cauled by the Interpofition 
of is Vapors a new fhadow, whofe Diameter and 
lengch du far furpats the true thadow of the Earth 
-and reach even beyond the diftance of the Moon, 
Now ctheie Vapors are fo much the more Tran{pa- 
rent as they are the more remote from us; whence 
ivcomes to pafs that they alfo make a more faint 
}.dow atthe beginning and end of the Eclipfe.

Quentin, they paffed the firft Ditch laft Nigh:, and 
made a Lodgment on the Glacis; Thar Llaurenant- 
General Cadogan, who fet our with the Convoy 
trom Gand on Monday laft, with a Guard of 
2000 Foot and 500 Horfe, having feen them tafe 
as far as Courtray, came back to the Ariny Jatt 
Nighr, and the Convoy has Orders to proceed to 
Pont Rouge, where the Diftribution will be made 
ot the Ammunition and Provifions for the ret- 
pective Garritons.
